We might remind you her* 


that this year (1954) is the quad- 
rennial' assessment year. 
The 


township assessors are bound by 
law to rrassess real estate—your 
homes, garages, business build- 
ing*, etc. In other words, It's a 
reappraisal of your real estate 
and will be the basis for your 
taxec for the next four years, 
with minor exceptions to the 
rule. It's important that taxpay- 
ers get their property on the 
books properly and at what they 
feel is an equitable value. 


We warn you that it is important 


that you and the assessor get to- 
gether on the taxable value. Once 
it's on the books, you'll probably 
have to go before the board of re- 
view to have it changed. Boards 
of review have a habit of stand- 
ing firm on the assessor's figures. 
* * * * 


What we want to bring out, 


though, is a paragraph in Assessor 
Jtandell's oripmal f&ftittfeht given 
to us this morning. It reads: 


"We, the people have axle (PC!) 


for certain Improvements and th« 
duty of the assessor i* to raise 
the amount* In valuation by as- 
Heftfting you for your fair share, 
and remember when valuations 
go down th« rates go up. Of 
course with the high cost of la- 
bor and materials one cannot 
expect tax rates or valuations to 
go down but with your coopera- 
tion we can help keep the rate 
somewhere near where it Is..." 
* * • * 


If we interpret the assessor's 


statement correctly, he feels it is 
his duty to raise assessments to fit 
the needs. 
If that is his impres- 


sion of an assessor's job, it may 
account for the substantial jump in 
valuations in this township last 
year. 


We're inclined to ask Assessor 


Handell to again read the laws gov- 
erning his office. 
If the assessor 


has that arbitrary power, taxpay- 
ers had better look for shelter. 


We feel sure that the law gives 


the assessor no power other than 
to tax property according to the 
law. 


If the sum total of his valua- 


tion isn't sufficient to produce 
the needed revenue through the 
applied-rates, then It is up to the 
taxpayer-voters to vote Increased 
rates. Mr. Handell nor any oth- 
er assessor has any business 
usurping the righto of the tax- 
payers. 
* * * * 


Arbitrarily raising valuations of 


property to suit the needs of of- 
ficeholders may be an easy and 
convenient way to circumvent the 
taxpayers and voters, but it is 
certainly not the legal way. 


We agree with Mr. Handell 


that our township, and others, 
need* a broader tax base to meet 
rls'lng costs of government. 


But we point out that his duty 


Is to assess at the "full, fair" 
cash value and leave the rates 
up to someone else.

Development of Discovery 


WASHINGTON (/R—Rep. Van Zarfdt (R-Pa) said today American 


scientists have broken through a logjam in the development of hydro- 
gen and atomic power, snd that the achievement points to accelerated 
development of both weapons and civilian power. 


McCarthy Challenges Critics; 
Vows Ceaseless Fight on Reds 
Hits Record 
Of Foes of 
His Methods 


Chicago Speech One 
Of Three; Stevens 
Called 'Nice, Naive' 


He gave no details. His predic- 


tion followed these disclosures: 


1. Members of the senate-house 


atomic energy committee confirm- 
ed that a preliminary hydrogen 
explosion March 1 in the Pacific 
was three or four times heavier 
than scientists expected. VanZandt 
estimated its power at 600 times 
that of the Hiroshima atom bomb, 
the first one used in warfare. 


Stockpiling Bombs 


2. Informed sources who declined 


to be named said the United States 
now^ifl stockpiling hydrogen bombs 
that could be delivered anywhere 
in the world. This followed a state- 
ment by Rep. W. Sterling Cole (R- 
NY) Tuesday night that this coun- 
try has a deliverable hydrogen 
bomb. President Eisenhower asked 
at his news conference about Cole's 
statement, reserved comment until 
next week. Cole is chairman of the 
senate-house atomic energy com- 
mittee, and Van Zandt is a mem- 
ber. 


3. Military officials gave an 


atomic energy subcommittee what 
members called a "highly opti- 


mistic" review of developments in 
atomic energy for such nonweap- 
ons purposes as propelling ships 
and aircraft. , 


Meanwhile, two other committee 


members, 
Representatives Dur- 


ham (D-NC) and Price 
(D-I11) 


called upon the atomic energy 
commission to tell the public all it 
can about the Pacific hydrogen 
blast. 


Estimate Power 


Durham estimated the blast at 


"several times" the strength of 
the first hydrogen explosion on 
Nov. 1, 1952. 


The power of the first hydrogen 


blast has not been officially re- 
ported. Van Zandt said it was 
equal to between 2% and 3 million 
tons qf TNT—compared with 20,- 
000 tons for the Hiroshima blast. 


Van Zandt said the latest hydro- 


gen explosion in'the Bikini-Eniwe- 
tok area measured between 12 and 
14 million tons. He gave this addi- 
tional description:

American sense of justice and fair 
play." 


McCarthy, in the first of four 


speeches in a quick swing through 
the Midwest, said there are some 
who say it's all right to dig ou 
Communists, "but, oh, we don1 
like your methods." He said critics 
of his subcommittee's 
methods 


have not, however, suggested any 
Affective alternative. 


"When you hear them crying 


that they don't like the methods,' 
he added, "I suggest that you ask 
them when and where they ever 
exposed a Communist by their 
methods."

leave for Milwaukee, where he will 
speak Friday night. He has anoth- 
er speech scheduled in Oklahoma 
City Saturday night.

WASHINGTON (fa—Secretary of Defense Wilson declared today he 


regards as truthful the army report Sen. McCarthy (R-Wis) and Roy 
Cohn, his chief counsel, put on pressure for special treatment for G. 
David Schine, drafted former aide. 


And. Wnson asserted, he believes 


McCarthy's 
counter-charge 
that 


Secretary of the Army Stevens 
sought to have the investigation of 
alleged communism switched from 
the army to other branches of the 
service "was never a proper one." 


"It is my opinion that the charge 


was never a proper one and that it 
was never so," Wilson told the 
senate armed services committee 
at a public hearing. 


Wilson had previously told the 


committee that the armed services 
are not "coddling Communists"— 
a charge McCarthy has made re 
peatedly, and that he has "abso- 
lute and complete confidence" in 
Stevens. 


Says Army Truthful

79 Divorce Intentions Filed

24 Couples Wait for 60 Days Then 
Fail to Take Final Action Claim 


Approximately 79 "statements of intention" to obtain a divorce were 


filed to date in the office of John Shtulis, Lee county circuit clerk, since 
the 1953 state law- requiring a 60-day "cooling ott" period went into 
effect. 


The Illinois supreme court Wed- 


neaday threw the law out as inva- 
id, holding that it violated constitu- 
tional provisions setting up the 
right for remedy in law "promptly 
and"without delay." 


According to Lee county Circuit 


court records, action on about 42 
cases under the "cooling off" law 
already have been taken. 


To date, there are approximately 


24 cases where couples have waited 
<K> 4ays and have nr->. taken di- 
vorce action. 


Still awaiting termination of the 


"cooling off" period arm It Mat* 
menta of intention.

Reports indicate, however, that 


in only a few cases did tht 60-day 
wait change the minds of those who 
indicated a desire to obtain a di- 
vorce.

ture last year, was chiefly the work 
of Circuit Judge Julius H. Miner, 
Chicago. 


Miner expressed disappointment 


over the ruling. He said divorce 
and separats maintenance records 
have shown a drastic reversal in 
Ui« trend sine* the law became 
operative. 


The high court recognised "UM 


laudable purpows" sought by the 
law to curbing divorces, but con- 
tended such legislation must b* 
held Invalid when it 


fuaranteea.

Democrats l*lan 
Last-Ditch Fight 
To Hike Exemption 


WASHINGTON UP> — 


House Republicans apparent- 
ly held a slim and shifting 
margin of votes today against 
a Democratic drive for an ad- 
ditional $2,400,000 annual in- 
come tax cut. 


Key Democrats, conceding the 


odds were now against them, 
planned a last-ditch fight for their 
proposal to increase income tax 
exemptions for each taxpayer and 
each dependent by HOC. 


They are battling to tack that 


proposal onto a general tax re- 
vision bill now before the House. 
The bill would overhaul almost all 
tax laws and provide 51.397,000,000 
in revenue cuts next year through, 
many more liberal deductions for 
businesses and individuals. 


Predict Defeat 


Republican leaders srturk firmly 


to a prediction that the move to 
boost exemptions would be beaten 
in a showdown roll-call vote late 
today. P r e s i d e n t Eisenhower 
strongly opposes an exemption in- 
crease, terming it a political ma- 
neuver. 


Both sides said there was no 


doubt the big, 875-page general 
revision bill would pass. 


In five hours of heated debate 


Wednesday, Democrats hammered 
away at their theme that the GOP- 
sponsored , revision 
program is 


loaded with huge benefits for cor- 
porations and wealthy stockholders 
with only scattered and light re- 
lief for the great majority of peo- 
ple in lower income -brackets. 


They insisted the exemption in- 


crease is vital to make the tax 
program fair to all, and to help 
increase consumer buying power 
and pull the nation out of the cur- 
re^nt economic dip. 


, Deny Favoritism 


Republicans denied favoritism in 


the revision program and said all 
taxpayers would benefit. They said 
the revenue loss from the proposed 
exemption increase would "utterly 
destroy the government's financial 
stability." 


Secretary of the Treasury Hum- 


phrey took up verbal cudgels for 
the ' Eisenhower 
administration's 


tax program in a letter to House 
Speaker Martin (R-Mass). 


He especially defended a part of 


the revision program which would 
reduce taxes on dividends receiv- 
ed by stockholders. The Democra- 
tic amendment, in .addition to in- 
creasing exemptions, would knock 
the dividend tax cut out of tht 
bill. 


Humphrey sajd both major po- 


litical parties "have for almost 20 
years recognized the unfairness of 
double taxation of dividends." 


Taxed Twice 


Sponsors of the proposal say cor- 


poration profits now are taxed 
twice, first under corporation in- 
come taxes and a second time un- 
der individual income taxes as 
profits are distributed 
in divi- 


dends. 


Democrats have declared the di- 


vidend proposal would provide 814 
million dollars in tax benefits to 
only « per cent of American fam- 
ilies, and that four fifths of these 
benefits would go to only 300V009 
wealthy families.

Off-Year Election Puts Pressure 


on Republicans 


In a short time now, the 1954 battle for control of the 


next congress will be formally under way. Various states 
will begin holding primaries to determine contestants for 
the fall campaigns. 


As usual in by-election years, the spotlight will pick out 


a number of important senate races involving major party 
personalities and issues. 


This time 35 senate seats go on the block, 22 Democratic 


and 13 Republican. Probably 11 Democratic berths and six 
Republican—17 in all—form the main battleground. These 
figures might be contracted or expanded a little, depending 
on your definition of "safe" territory for the two parties.

Right now, Republicans trail the Democrats in senate 


membership, 48 to 47. They control the senate only on the 
sufferance of Senator Morse of Oregon, independent, who 
believes the GOP organization of the upper chamber should 
be left undisturbed until after the next election. 


Nevertheless, Morse has served notice that he will 


chang his position, come January, 1955. That means that if 
no contested senate seats should change hands next Novem- 
ber, Morse would add his vote to the Democrats' margin of 
one and give that party organizational control—including all 
committee chairmanships. 


Thus it is clear the Republicans this fall cannot dare 


suffer a net loss, nor even afford merely to hold what they 
have. If they are to retain control, they must score a net 
gain of at least, one seat.*

ing to 'Raise' Children

American schools are trying to 


"raise" children, charges hard- 
hitting reporter Howard Whitman 
In a recent issue of Collier's maga- 
zine.JThey are, he says, taking over 
parents' job. Instead of teaching 
use of the basic tools, the three R's, 
he asserts they are trying to con- 
trol children's moral thought. And 
he demands that we regain control 
of it. 


I'm going to be hard-hitUng my- 


self. Whitman's fine-sounding de- 
mand is romantic and unrealistic. 
Though many parents may wish to 
direct children's moral thought, a 
great many can't or don't want to 
be bothered with it. 


Whitman himself pointed that out 


last summer when he attributed the 
nation-wide rise in juvenile defi- 
ance and lawlessness to a shocking 
breakdown in parents' moral con- 
trol. 


So we miss the point when we at 


tack schools for doing our job. 
may want to do it. Out in Pasade 
na, Mrs. Brown may be more than 
competent to do it. But next dooi 
to me lives an alcoholic father 
who's bored by the moral responsi 
bility for his child; and down the

And now we are 
scrappnig in a hypocritical politi- 
cal farce over the difference be- 
tween the Republican exemption of 
$600 and the Democratic pioposal 
to put the Republicans in Dutch 
with the voters by raising that 
minimum to $700, which would still 
be less than half of a fair, honest 
living-allowance. 


"Certainly it would cost us bil- 


lions of Income tax revenue 
raise the minimum to $700. Ike is 
absolutely right about that. But we 
Democrats can go to the voters 
and yell, 'Look, the Republicans 
want to keep the exemption at $600 
to keep taxing a lot of poor folks 
who can't afford it. They want to 
take it out of their hide and hand 
it over to the rich folks by reducing 
taxes on stock dividends.'

Large numbers of these 
workers are still out of jobs. 


And Yankees just now seem to 


be rolling with another one. 


The hard goods industries, which 


grew rapidly in New England — 
adding 72,000 jobs in the same 
three years, the Federal Reserve 
Bank of Boston reports—now hire 
a few less workers than a year ago. 


Weeks Shrink 


Work weeks are tending to shrink 


a little in almost all industries 
around here, the regional office of 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics re- 
ports. 


But the drop in industrial output 


in the area seems to be just about 
the same 10 per cent it is for the 
nation as a whole. 


And March is shyly bringing 


some slight seasonal gams in em- 
ployment, although the BLS says 
not enough to hoist factory work- 
rolls back to last year's level. 


New Englanders tell you that 


national conditions will call the 
tune for many of their new metal- 
working factories henceforth, be- 
cause most of them make parts or 
supplies for others elsewhere. If 


these outsiders slow down con- 
sumer goods production, New Eng- 
land will find orders scarcer. And 
many here have been doing sub- 
contracts for defense programs 
whose days seem numbered. 


Retail Trade Good 


Retail trade, however, remains 


almost as good as a year ago.

groceries in them. 


Explains Theories 


She explains her theories thus: 


"Every toy I have made gives the 
child a chance to make something 
he can be proud of. I have no use 
for the theory that anything that 
keeps a child occupied and out of 
his parems' hair is a good toy. If 
he can't accomplish 
something 


with it, he's bound to be frustra- 
ted. 


"I decided girls and boys ought 


to be able to make real cakes and 
pies that they can show off to the 
family and then can really eat. 
Pies and cakes that taste yummy 
and look terrific. Then they have 
a sense of achievement when they 
get through." 


Kay started out with a rubber 


modeling set containing molds of 
various animals which a child 
could make. She progressed to the 
cake-baking set, and now is turn- 
ing out a number of-variations of 
the original idea.

How Fish Odors 
Can Be Removed 


Fish odors can linger too long 


in the kitchen, on your hands and 
on the dishes. Some ways to cut 
down the odor are suggested by 


Jean Vertovec, production man- 


ager of the home economics cafe- 
teria at the University of Illinois. 


Most important is to have good 


fresh 
fish. 
Quick 
cooking—not 


more than to 5 to 15 minutes for 
most fish—is another secret of hav- 
ing a minimum of odor. Fish is 
too often overcooked. 
It should 


be cooked just long enough to al- 
low the flesh to be flaked easily 
from the bones. 


To pan frv or deep-fat fry fish 


without much odor, heat the cook- 
ing fat to a high, but not smoking, 
temperature. Dip the fresh or 
frozen fish into cold water and 
then into a mixture of corn meal, 
flour and salt. Put it into the hot 
fat and cover the pan. Cooking 
should take about eight minutes, 
depending on the thickness of the 
fish. 


To prevent the odor of fish on 


your hands, chill them thoroughly 
in cold water before you handle 
fish, or remove the odor from your 
hands by washing them in hot 
water and salt. Don't use soap. 
A/iother way Is to rub lemon 
juice or vinegar' on your hand* 
after handling fish. 


To remove the fishy odor from 


disher, wash them in a strong solu» 
tion of salt and hot water. Again, 
don't use soap, until after the 
odor U removed.

—Iff)— Despite the stern 


words coming from Washington, 
France hopes and experts that at 
the Geneva conference next month 
the United States will help buy 
Chines* Communist support to end 
the Indochinese war. 


If that U.S. help isn't forthcom- 


ing, 
some French officials say, 


the result might well be a new 
French 
government that would 


turn its back on American plans 
for defending Europe—particularly 
the proposed European army. 


Nothing To Offer 


The French know they have 


nothing to offer that China wants 
seriously. French recognition of 
Peiping wouldn't ripple a Commu- 
nist hair. What China will want, 
France expects, is some induce- 
ment that will justify Peiping's 
joining in a five-power pact to 
bring peace in Indochina. 


Just any sort of end of the war 


won't do. In French eyes, a deal 
must be worked out which will 
permit France to stay in Indo- 
china long eonugh to assure that 
the French-sponsored governments 
of Viet Nam, Laos and Cambodia 
won't collapse or be taken over 
by the Communists. 


F r e n c h 
government officials 


know this will pose a problem for 
Secretary of State Dulles at Gen- 
eva. 


POSPH Question 


What concession can be made to 


China that will end the war? Cer- 
tain top French officials here be- 
lieve it would be necessary for the 
United States to recognize Red 
China.

Railroads 
Get Hike 
In Mail Fee 


WASHINGTON tffi — The Inter- 


state Commerce Commission today 
granted the railroads a 10 per cent 
increase in the rates paid them 
by the government for handling the 
U. S mails. 


The increase is retroactive to 


last Oct. 1. 


The ICC estimated the increase 


will give the rail industry about 
32i/i million dollars a year addi- 
tional revenue. The 
retroactive 


payments for the period Oct. 1, 
1953—March 31, 1954 were esti- 
mated at 16^ million. 


Not Contested 


Tha 10 per cent increase was 


not contested by the Postoffice De- 
partment, which accepted railroad 
data on increased operating costs 
since the last mail pay adjust- 
ment were made in late 1951. 


Originally, the railroads had re- 


quested a 45 per cent increase in 
the mail pay^ rate. The depart- 
ment said this would be strenuously 
opposed. Finally, both sides agreed 
to, 10 per cent. 


At the brief hearing early this 


year, the railroads said that for 
the year 1952 they received $324,- 
675,000 in mail revenues and that 
their out-of-pocket costs for hand- 
ling this business amounted to 
$333,256,995, leaving a deficit of 
$8,581,995. 


Still Lose Money 


The loss, th« industry reported 


showed up in spite of,the fact that 
railroad mail pay rates were prac- 
tically doubled in a tories of stag- 
gered increases granted by the ICC 
during a four-year proceeding in 
1947-51.

The 
Showdown is May 26 at Central's annual stockholders' meet- 
ing—if no deal is made before then.

At the same time 
Mun-hison and Richardson put up 
$10 million each for 800.000 shares 
of Central's stock owned by C. & 
O.. but which could not be voted 
until sold. 


Young claims to own 100.200 


shares. Kirby has 100,000 shares. 


White says of Young's block: 
"We're not disclosing all of our 


strength now but we can control 
enough to win, you can be sure of 
that." 


White has also petitioned the 


ICC to investigate Young's stock 
operations in this fight. To this 
Young says: 


"It's typical of the Central crowd

stockholders,

them, own Central's shares. White 
hired a proxy-gathering outfit to 
collect the votes of those absentee 
stockholders. He has also hired the 
public relations firm of Robinson- 
Hannagan to help him in the fight. 
. Young has countered with a suit 
to halt the use of these firms mi 
the grounds that it's a needless, 
unauthorized waste of the Cen- 
tral's money. 


Young admits that one of his 


first actions if he wins will be to 
dump such non-operating proper- 
ties as the \Valdorf-Astor, Park 
L.ine and Biltmore hotel buildings. 
"The Central ought to stick to 
railroading," Young contends. 


Washington railroad experts sug- 


gest ihat this ties Young to the 
current fight of another railroad 
magnet, Patrick B. McGinnis, to 
get control of the New, New Hav- 


i en & Hnrtford Railroad. The 
New 


| Haven participates in the earn- 
ings of most of the Central's New 
York hotel properties in a compli- 
cated arrangement stemming back 
to the days when the roads were 
first organized. 


Young denies any 
connection 


with 
McGinnis. But a 
Central 


spokesman and some Washington 
experts concede that by working 
together 
Young 
and 'McGinnis 


would have a much easier time of 
reorganizing 
the finances of both 


roads. 


Everyone on Wall Street agrees 


that cash alone is not Young'i 
prime motive in this fight. 


But critics insist Young is strct- 


ly a stock manipulator and only a 
dilettante at railroading, and that 
his highly-publicized schemes for 
no-tipping, movies on trains and 
credit cards for passengers all 
died a quiet death. 


Young's answer is to compare 


the record of his C. & O. to that 
of the Central last year. Out of 
C. & O.'s $344 million gross rev- 
enue, Young realized a net rail- 
road operating income of $60 mil- 
lion, or a seven per cent rate of 
return on net investment. 


On $825 million of gross revenue, 


the ^Central ended with a net rev- 
enue of $63 million, or a 3.14 per 
cent return. 


White's answer to these figure* 


is that the C. & O. and Central 
are basically 
different types of 


roads with different types of traf- 
fic, and that the Central has a 
higher 
percentage 
of passenger 


business which loses money. 


Supporting his claim that NYC'a 


management is not on the ball, 
Young points out that the road 
went Into the red more than $2 
million during January. 


White's answer is that It's not

Danish Blue Cheese Twists 


(Makes about 3 dozen)

2>i tablespoons milk. 


Sift flour, and add butter; work

Dulles, Ike Explain 6New 
Look9 Defense Five Times 


By JAMES MARLOW 


WASHINGTON (* — President 


Eisenhower and Secretary of State 
Dulles have had five tries at ex- 
plaining the administration's "new 
look" in defense. Now maybe the 
questions about it will subside a 
while. 


Putting together what the two 


men said—Eisenhower in two news 
conferences and D u l l e s in a 
speech, a news conference and a 
magazine article—the "new look" 
seems to come down to this: 


Any enemy attack will be met 


in a way and with weapons that 
fit the situation. By not giving 
flat answers now to every possible 
situation, the U. S. government 
keeps the other side guessing. 


Dulles Speech 


Dulles in a Jan. 12 speech said 


this country's defense would de- 
pend primarily upon "massive" 
power to retaliate "instantly" at a 
time and place chosen by this 
country. 


The words "massive" and "in- 


stantly" conjured up visions of 
atomic 
bombs 
and 
immediate 


counterattack. 


At his news conference last 


j week 
Eisenhower 
was 
asked: 


j Would this country get into war 
it a. few American troops, now in 
Indochina servicing, but not flying 
French planes, were killed? 


The President shot back this 


reply: 


"There is going to be no invol- 


vement of America in war unless 
it is a result of the constitutional 
process that is placed upon Con- 
gress to declare it." 


It seemed to contradict Dulles' 


statement on Instant retaliation. 


Dulles Again 


In a news conference of his own 


this week, and in a magazine ar- 
ticle, Dulles said in some cases, 
such as an attack on this coun- 
try's European allies. Eisenhower 
could order a counterattack with- 
out waiting for Congress. 


Now Dulles seemed to be con- 


tradicting Eisenhower. Elsenhower 
at his news conference Wednesday 
said he still stuck to his state- 
ment there'd be no war without 
congressional sayso. 


But then he began to make ex- 


ceptions: for instance, if the Uni- 
ted States were attacked by air, 
American reaction would have to 
be swift and perhaps could not 
wait on Congress. 


Boiled down, this is what he 


said: You have to do one thing in 
one situation, something else in 
another.
